CIVIL SERVICE IN NEW YORK. 


Those persons who feared that Col- 
lector Robertson would turn the New 
York Custom House into a political 
machine, to the neglect and injury of 
business may dismiss their apprehen- 
sions, A deputation from the Cham- 
ber of Commerce waited upon the Col- 
lector one day last week and presented 
him with resolutions presented by the 
Chamber, favoring the continuance 
and extension of the system of exam- 
inations for appointment to place that 
had prevailed for some years. In re- 
sponse to the address and presentation 
Mr. Robertson replied, assuring the 
committee of his desire to serve the 
interests of business men as well as of 
the Government, saying: 


“‘As Collector of the port of New 
York, my constant effort has been and 
will be to protect and promote the in- 
terests of the Government and of the 
mercnants, and to affurd every facility. 
not inconsistent or not in conflict with 
the laws, to the merchant in the trans- 
action of his business with the Gov- 
ernment. To that end I have pur- 
sued and shall pursue the policy adupt- 
ed by my predecessor in wiaking ap- 
puintments. * * * My predeces- 
sor has left me a legacy of names of 
candidates for examination and ap- 
pointment that will last for a long 
time.” 


This certainly is unequivocal and 
eiuphatic enough to satisfy the most 
exacting Civil Service retormer.

Tre Various Forms and Combinations 
in Which the Precious Metal 
Occurs in Nature. 


Mr. George Atwood, in his ‘“ Prac- 
tical Blowpipe Assaying,’ gives the 
following list of principal minerals 
containing silver: 

Argentine, silver glance, containing 
87 per cent. silver, with sulphur. 
Stephanite, brittle silver ore, con- 
taining antimony. 
Chilentic, containing 85.2 per cent. 
silver, 13.8 per cent. bismuth. 
Bromyrite, containing 57.4 per cent. 
silver, with bromine 42.6 per cent. 
Cerarygrite, (born of chloride) con- 
taining 76.3 per cent, silver. 
Embolite, containing 60.72 per cent. 
silver, with bromine and chlorine.
